FIRE AT A CHRISTMAS TREE 


Norfolk, Va., Doc. 25.—The worst 


wreck on this coast for many years 
took place off Cape Hatteras Sunday 
morning. The British tramp steamer 
Arlofito struck on a shoal six miles 
south of Hatteras life saving station 
and twenty-one of her crew lost their 
lives. 


The Ariosto, a vessel of 2,505 tons 


net register, sailed from 
Galveston 


December 17 for Hamburg, by way 
of Norfolk, where she meant to touch 
for bunker coal. Dense fog had pre- 
vailed oft this coast for several days 
and although this lifted last night, 
it is believed that the Ariosto had 
previously lost her 
bearings 
and 


drifted too close in shore. A stiff 
gale was blowing and a heavy sea 
was running when at 4:30 o'clock 
the steamer struck on the shoal at a 
point near which many ships have 
been lost. 


Soon after the Ariosto struck the 


•waves began to roll over her 
and 


twenty-one men of her crew launch- 
ed three of her boats and in these at- 
tempted to come 
ashore.
